FRIGHTENED TO DEATH. 

Perhaps as sad a death as any was the 
sudden death of little Joseph Marks, 
aged 9 #£«years, who lived: at 1931 
North Broadway. The poor little 
fellow had been quite lil and was in bed ina 
room in the second story. He was vonvalesc- 
ing, and at the time ofthe storm was sitting 
up in bed. The family was badly frightened 
at the terrible windstorm and were crouched 
together fearing the worst. Suddenly there 
was a crash and a roar of falling debris caused 
N the falling ofachimney on the house. 

hen the force of the storm had sub- ided the 
family burried upstairs to the room occupied 
by the sick boy and found bim lying back 
on his bed dead. His spirit bad passed 
away from fright undoubtedly, as he was 
rapidly recovering from his illness. The 
house was tottering on its foundation, haying 
been nearly blown down. The family hur- 
riedly moved into a one-story addition, and 
the police gave orders to have the building 
torn down to prevent further accidents. 

THE STORM. 

The storm which was central in the nortb- 
western portion of the country yesteraay 
morning moved northeastward rapidly with 
great energy, passing over the central valleys 
and lake regions, attended b severe 
gales and destructive local storms. Unusually 
warm southerly winds prevailed to the 
while the 
cold wave extended southward over the Mis- 
sissippi Valley to the gulf coast, the — in 
temperature in twelve hours ranging from 
forty to fifty degrees from Missouri and IIII- 
nois southward totbe west gulf coast. The 
temperature is now below — point in 
Northern Louisiana and Texas. It Is above 
60 deg. from Florida northward to New York. 

»The cause of the tornado in St. Louis, 

LIEUT. DAY OF THE SIGNAL SERVICE 
said, is probably due to the meeting near St. 
Louis of bodies of air of widely differing 
temperatures. That is the theory of the 
origin of tornadoes, and last night’s reports 
showed a difference of 48 deg. be- 
tween the temperature of S8t. Louis 
and Kansas City. The temperature in St. 
Louis was 60 degs. and in Kansas City,12 degs. 
I do not think that the tornado went far into 
lilinois. Ido not know anything of its course 
after it left St. Louis, but speak from the re- 
ports in the papers and the signal service re- 
ports, which do not indicate lis presence any- 
where east of Venice. 

‘*l went over part of the tornado’s course 
this morning and saw some of the phenom- 
ena. One way a tornado has of destroying a 
building is by the creation of a vacuum at 
the side of the building. The wind 
moves by a wall with such speed 
that the alr is all taken away and the pressure 
of the air on the other side of the wall forces 
It out. In the early part ot the storm’s track 
Isaw the south walls of builaings suffered 
most. But about Fifteenth and Wash 
streets I saw a house which had lost its 
north wall. Ican only account for this on 
the theory that the wind increased in energy 
as it proceeded, and passing over the building 
drew away the air from the north side of the 
building, causing {the wall to collapse. 1 
intend to make a careful examination of the

' CHARLES MILLER, WIFE AND BABY. 

The second story of the house 120 South 
Twentieth street was wrecked.

Mrs. Charles Miller and ber baby nar- 
rowly esca death when the house was 
wrecked. rs. Miller had the baby in her 
arms, and seeing the window sag In rushed to

One brick struck her on the bead, cut- 
ting along, deep gash. The force of the blow 
rendered her unconscious. She fell upon the 
floor, still holding the baby. A brick struck 
the little one, but did not injure it much, as 
the mother’s arm partially protected it. Mrs. 
Miller’s injuries are quite painful, but not 
serious, A physician attended her as soon as 
her husband, wito was slightiy cut by broken 
giass, could get out to summon one. 
BURIED WITHOUT WARNING. 

The tornado piled the house 1412 North 
Twelfth street, in the rear, about the heads of 
Heinzel Wenzel, a stonemason, and farlly. 
Mr. Wenzel, wife and three children were 
sicting in the front room of their house, which 
is a one-story brick cottage, when the storm 
arose. They did not dream of danger and had 
no warning of it. Suddenly the nouse col- 
lapsed and all were buried in the ruins. 
Neighbors came to their assistance after the 
storm, and all were taken out alive and but 
slightly hurt. Scratches and bruises were the 
sum of their injuries. 

EXCITEMEDT AT THE NATATORIUM. 

There was terrible excitement in the Nata- 
torium, Nineteenth and Pine streets, during 
thestorm. The Natatorium lay a short dis- 
tance to the west of the track of destruction, 
but the wind passing over it was very strong. 
The building was shaken and seemed upon 
the point of being wrecked. Between 500 and 
600 girla and men were there, dancing as is 
usual on Sunday afternoon. The girls be- 
came wild with terror and bad it not been for 
some cool men there would have been a 
stampede from the buiiding. Several women 
fainted in the excitement but no one was in- 
jured and the building was not damaged. 

FRANK KOHLER’S BPSCAPE. 

The office of the Smith & Heljer Lumber Co., 
1828 North Broadway, asmall one-story frame 
building, tell during the storm, burying 
Frank Kohler, an employe ofithe company, in 
the wreckage. He lay there until the firemen 
who were summoned removed the boards and 
drew him forth. He was badly frightened but 
not burt, and walked to his home, 2913 North 
Broadway. 

BLOWN OUT THE SIDE. 

No. 920 Mound street, owned by Mr. John 
H. Diel and occupied dy Mr. Burns and Mr. 
Horn. Mrs. Horn, on the second floor, was 
blown out through the side of the dwelling, 
with most of her household effects, and 
landed almost uninjured, but scared nearly to 
death, on the wreck of what had just previ- 
ously been known as 922 Mound street. 

The St. Louis Planing mill, at Tenth and 
Mullanphy streets, was badly shattered. An 
unknown man, standing under one of its 
sheds, had his leg broken by failing timber 
and was cared for by the police.

In atwo-setory brick house at 922 Mound 
street occurred the death of three of the vio- 
tims of the storm. The house was a two- 
story structure of a substantial appearance, 
one that might be judged to be perfectly safe. 
The terrible gust of wind struck the building 
in the southwest corner and, with a horrible 
grinding and crunching sound, the whole cor- 
ner was literally forced in. This took away 
the support of the upper story which fell in a 
heap. The wind appeared to have biown 
a hole directiy through the side of the house. 
The first floor of the wrecked house was oo- 
cupied by Bernard McConnell and his tam- 
ily. MeConnell was in the building when it 
collapsed and was carried to the cellar by 
falling bricks and mortar. His body was 
taken out shortly after the accident, but life 
had away. 

In The second storv lived Mrs. Connors with 
her family of four children, Maggie, Mamie, 
Annie and Frances. Two children, 
named Joe and Theresa Weaver, were 
visiting the Connors children when the 
cycione struck the house, making in all seven 
persons on the e ond floor.

There were four families in the three-story 
building at 101 South Twentieth street yester- 
day afternoon when the roof was lifted off by 
the passing tornado.

The 
wind had a hard tussie with the tower, which 
res sted the cyclone until the entire church 
was strained and cracked. Finally the top of 
the tower came away just above the belfry 
and went crashing through an old-fashioned 
two-story building on the opposite side 
of the street to the northward, Morgan 
street was filled with brick, rubbish aad tim- 
ber so as to completely block the passage of 
the cable cars goingeastward. The Fire De- 
partment and the police were soon on the 
ground and ropes were immediately stretched 
to keep the people at a safe distance from the 
danger, The building, after the wind had 
passed, was ina very bad condition. The bell, 
which weighs nearly aton, was still banging 
in its place, but the beams supporting it were 
resting on walis badiy seamed and cracked 
and the whole front was in constant danger of 
a collapse. 

As soon as it was possible to get a sufficient 
force of men togetherthe street was cleared 
sufficiently to allow the carsto pass, and 
portions of the walls which were badly shat 
tered were pulled down. 


Pius Hospital Unroofed. 


The Pius Hospital, under the control of the 
Franciscan Sisters, on O' Fallon street, from 
Fourteenth street eastward to near the middle 
ofthe block, was seriously damaged. The 


Sisters say that the storm at its worst did not 
last more than a minute, but in that time it 
did its work very completely. All 
the windows were broken, being either 
blown in and broken by flying debris, ana the 
tin roof was roiled up like so much paper and 
left hanging over the edge of the building to 
the northward. One large piece of galvan- 
ized iron cornice was hurled into the street 
and looked as it it had been knocked about 
and battered for hours instead of afew min- 
utes. Thetopsof three or four big chimneys 
were carried off and the bricks scattered about 
in all directions. The tin roof was laid on a 
comparatively light framework of wood 
through which the water fora few minutes 
poured intorrents until the Salvage Corps 
came to the rescue with tarpaulins. 


House of the Good Shepherd Chapel. 


The House of the Good Shepherd, on Seven- 
teenth street between Chestnut and Pine 
streets, Was almost directly in the path of the 


cyclone and was considerably damaged, The 
chapel, in which benediction was being heid 
at the time, was considerably damaged and 
some of the giris very much frightened. A 
porch on the Chestnut street side was blown 
away and fences about the place were blown 
down. The whole damage will amount to 
about $800. 


Fallen Wires on Street Car Lines. 


The street cars on the Market Street and 
Jefferson Avenue lines were greatly delayed 
by fallen lines which lay across the tracks. 
On Market street the cars gathered in the vi- 


cinity of Twenty-fifth street nntil it seemed to 
the passengers as though all of the cars on 
that line were going to hold a convention 
there. Wires of every descr! ption—electrio, 
telephone, telegraph, fire alarm, etc, all lay 
in profusion On the road. No one dared to 
touch them because they were afraid 
of an electric shock. The conductors 
of the different cars held a consultation as to 
the best way of getting the wires off the track. 
The drivers refused to cross them and the 
conductors rused to take them away. A 
conductor boldly waiked up to a wire and 
threw a broom against itso as to knock it off 
the track. The broom struck the wire, which 
squirmed and writhed like a thing of life, 
and the bold conductor took to his heels. 
another one took a stone and 
it violenti at the wire, miss- 
amidst the laughs and jeers 
his companions. The passengers 
got out of the cars and joined in the consulta- 
tion. One, contades selected an innocent- 
looking telegraph wire and stepping daiatily 
up to it cautiously gave ita pull. His courage 
was greatly augmented by the absence of any 
shock and he pulled the wire off the track. 
The others were not to be beaten, so taking 
advantage of his experiment they grasped the 
wires, thou with considerable trepidation, 
nnd finally tite tracks were cleared. 
On Jefferson avenue near Chouteau there 


lated wires of an appearance not likely to in- 
spire confidence inanyone not acquainted 
with them. These lay directly across the 
tracks and were first seen by the driver of one 
of the bob-tail cars as he came tearing 
over the bill. Visions of terrible accidents 
with the accompaniments of blue flames and 
streaks suddenly filtted tnrough his brain, 
and with a loud heal“ to his mules he 
threw his weight against the brake. The car 
was stopped when within a few feet of the 
wires and the driver got out to inves- 
tigate. Soon another car came along and

sity was blown down by the burricane, thus 
effectually preventing the bulidings from ve 
ing heated. The damage cannot be repaired 
for abouta week, and the Smith Academy 
the Manual Training School, an 

the university proper will be obliged to 
take an impromptu vacation. The delight 
among the schoolboys ofthe Smith Academy 
was intense and they cheered heartily when 
they learned that their presence would not 
be required for several days. In its fall the 
smoke stack, which was constituted of 
heavy boiler iron, wrecked the west 
wall of the gymnasium, Had the stack fallen 
when the gymnasium was in use the loss of 
life would have been appalling. 


Delayed Trains, 


The heavy rain yesterday delayed traffic to 
a considerable extent on all the lines entering 
the city. The wires were all down and tele- 
grapbic orders were not to be had.

A. had their roadbed weakened at the cut 
off’’ and run through freight trains via Alton, 
although No. 47run over the damaged sec- 
tion. East St. Louls and Venice were busy 
places this morning; linemen and extra crews 
for cinder and work trains were in great de- 
mand. The ©, & A. had some stock for the 
National Yards which could not be delivered 
for several hours on account of the wires and 
poles being biown down across the tracks. 


9 Frightened Passengers. 


Passengers of the Ferguson accommodation 
train hada narrow escape and they congratu- 
late themselves now that a dozen or more of 
them did not have their heads cut off. How 


they were saved from death or injury is a 
miracle quite as mysterious as any of the 
most peculiar freaks of 4 cyclone, 
which pegple never tire of telling about. 
Col. Thomas Thoroughman tells the story of 
the passengers’ frizhtfulexperience. He says 
the train had left the station at Vine street 
and had proceeded as far northward slong the 
river front as Knapp, Stout & Co.’s lumber 
yards, when the water poured down in such 
quantities that no one couid see outside the 
coaches. Slowly the train proceeded, 
and when everything looked dark- 
est and most dismal from the fury 
of the storm there was a smashin of 
glass that rose above the din, and inch planks 
came shooting in the coach windowson one 
side and went out at the other just like they 
had been fired froma huge cannon. What 
few r there were in the passenger 
eoach crouched down close tothe floor and 
the lumber went flying over their heads. The 
storm of planks and wood was 
so heavy it crashed every pane of glass in the 
hind coach and the wind jammed it In piles on 
the track between the trucks, stopping the 
train. There the cars stood until the storm 
had somewhat abated, when the train crew 
got out and cleared the roadway, after halt an 
hour's tussle inthe drenching rain, The car 
was taken on to Ferguson, where it was side- 
tracked for repairs.

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SPECIAL JURORS COMPLAINING. 


Summoned Only One Day Before the Trial 
—Divorces and Rulings. 


According to the reports of the Jury Com- 
missioner 1,210 names of citizens have been 
drawn from the wheel to serve as jurors 
in the Circuit, Criminal and Pro- 
bate Courts during the past two 
weeks, or since January 1. So far 


this year, seventeen special juries have been 
summoned, besides the regular panels. For 
each special jury thirty business men have 
been called, and besides these forty men are 
served to each court-room in the Oircuit 
Court each week, or 200 in all, and 150 more 
are sent to the Criminal Court 
each week. The regular anel is 
drawn a week or two in advance and served in 
ample time for a business man to arrange 
matters as to not conflict with his duty as a 
juror. Summons fer special jurors are not 
se ved this way, however. The law requires 
the party asking for aspecial jury to dle the 
request three days before the trial of the 
case for which the jury is summoned. The 
summons may not be served on the parties 
until the day before the case is to be tried and 
all business engagements, promises and pro- 
grammes must be broken or set aside as the 
time is too short to change them. To-day 
Deputy Sheriffs are out after business men 
who are to serve on a special jury to-morrow 
morning as the subpoenas were only 
issued last Saturday afternoon. When it is 
known that about 450 business men were 
given only a few hours’ notice to appear as 
jurors, during the past two weeks, some idea 
ofthe amount of profanity used around the 
Court- house during that time may 
be imagined. There were two special 
juries in the Court - house this 
morning and the judges were kept Dusy some- 
time after court opened refusing to cxcuse the 
long line of citizens who wished to get off. On 
account of the rush, the Sheriff and his depu- 
ties have secured very poor service on the 
regular — and the judges this morning 
were obliged to be very strict. The privilege 
of summoning special juries is being abused, 
and itis hinted that the practice will con- 
tinue untilitisfound that the ‘‘special’’ 
juries are no more lenient with corporations 
than ‘‘regular’’ juries.

_ wo Important Caucuses Hela at Dr. 
_ Auler’s House and Another Called for 
| To-Night—The Control of the Building 

Committee Already Arranged—John W. 
O'Connell the hiect of the Combine’s 
Wrath. 


The pegs are all set for the reorganization 
ofthe School Board. 

. Ever since the election of President Miller by 
a vote of U to 10 the opposition has been try- 
ing to win one member from his allegiance to 
the powers that be in order to make their side 
the major side and gain control of the board. 
It has been accomplished at last and after 
he March meeting Dr. Auler and his follow- 
ers will be in power, unless the deck is shuf- 
fied again and new combinations come out in 
the deal. 

The story that is tola of the very interesting 
and complicated combination which is to 
effect this reorganization is this: 

One week ago Saturday the joint Committee 


of Ways and Means and Supplies met to con- 


sider the Brady free book resolution. These 
committees are composed of Messrs. Mc- 
Entire, Bollman, Brady, Macklin, Cudmore, 
Barstow, O’Connor, Dozier, Aulerand Shea - 
han. Bollman was absent, but President 
Miller was there, and as he is ex-officio mem- 
ber of all committees he madea full ten and 
destroyed the power odd numbers have. 

After along discussion the resolution came 
to a vote and the result was this: 

Ayes—Auler, Macklin, Cudmore, Brady and 
McEntire. 

Noes—Dozier, O’Connor, Barstow, Sheahan 
and President Miller.

and there was rather astormy meeting. Then 
avote to reconsider was taken, and on this 


second vote the committee concluded to re- 
port in favor of free books when the finances 
of the board would permit.

That was the end of that meeting, but much 
work has been done since then. 

The Auler faction, having in view the one 
object of obtaining possession of tne adminis- 
tration, is willing to concede the free book 
question, and they have been working on 
Brady to secure his vote forthe reorganiza- 
tion of the board. 

After this meeting they had one with Brady 
andthey came to an understanding. They 
told Brady plainly that he could have free 
vote for reorganization, 
and not otherwise, and he told them that they 
could have his vote for reorganization if he 
gotfree books and not otherwise, and on 
these terms they settled. 

Auler and his followers were not sure of 
Brady and they wanted something to bind 
him. He was in the same pusition regarding 
them, he wanted an assurance of good faith. 

The result was this settlement of the diffii- 
culty. The Auer men drew up an 
agreement in writing, pledging themselves 
to vote for free books if Brady would 
give bond for the sum of 
$5,000 to vote for reorganization, and that 
agreement is now in possession of Dr. Auler. 

IT IS SIGNED BY 
Directors Auler, Bosiey, Cudmore, Macklin, 
Bartholat, Rogers, Troil, Reimler, Bollman 
and Knight. 

Then inreturn Brady gave bond, with Judge 
Henry D. Laughlin, it is said, as surety, in the 
sum of 000, to vote forthe reorganization 
of the board when the signers of that agree- 
ment should have secured the adoption of the 
free book system, and that bond was placed 
in the keeping of an officer of the board. Two 
gentiemen have said that Mr. Leo Ragsieur, 
the attorney of the board, bas it. 

Brady has not noticed, it seems, that a 
friend of Dr. Auler has his bond and Dr. 
Auler has the agreement, and thereis nota 
thing in his possession to show what their un- 
derstanding Is, yet he is satisfied to go ahead 
and is furnishing statistics to Macklin to form 
a basis of his argument to-morrew night. 

Last Friday and Saturday nights caucuses 
were held at Dr. Auler’s house and the plan 
of campaign was agreed upon. 

As it was first reported it was that Machlin 
was to offer a minority report from the joint 
committee and Dr. Auler was to second it, 
but it seems that it is to be seconded by Brady.

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ments. At the same time he saw a bob“ tall 
Jefferson avenue car with three horses hitched 
to it blown backwards down the hill while 
the struggling animals had all they could do 
to keep on their feet, Three vo- 
men on the west side of the 
pavement were rolling and tumbling, heels 
over head, northward down the hill, and four 
vehicles in the same locality had been turned 
over and broken, the horses hitched to them 
having broken loose and run away in the di- 
rection of the wind. . 

The street, Mr. Gerhart said, was strewn 
with lap robes, buggy cushions, and parts 
of broken vehicles, and the heavy 
brick cornice of the big ware- 
house on the opposite corner was cut 
off clean to the edge of the roof, as if the work 
had been done by a huge xnife olade, and the 
debris came tumbling dowp upon the pave- 
ment. 

Recoyering himself, Mr. Gerhart says he 
discovered that his knee was badly bruised, 
buthe managed to get home in good time, 
and was able to be down to his office to-day. 

It is evident from this incident of the storm, 
as itis related, that the wind Jwas blowing at 
that point from a southeasterly direction, and 
that it chanzed its course before it swooped 
down upon the city, cutting a pathway through 
brick and stone structures from a southwest- 
erly course. 


Almest a Panic. 


The wind threatened very seriously fora 
few minutes the St. Joseph School Hall on 
Eleventh street, between Cass avenue and 
O’Fallon street, but fortunately passed 


y over after throwing down a chim- 
ney or two and soaking the build- 
ing some. At the time an enter- 
tainment was in progress by St. Joseph's 
Lyceum, and about 1,000 people were in the 
hall aud of which the number of 700 were 
school children. When the black angry 
clouds swept over, the children became panic- 
stricken and madearush for the main door 
leading to the street. They made only a little 
start when they were checked, but that did 
not prevent their wild and frightened cries 
and desperate attempts to get out. During 
the progress of the wind a dozen or 
more bricks were taken from one of the 
the chimneys and with mighty force were 
hurled through the roof of the three-story 
school building adjoining the hall and thence 
down to the second floor. The opening made 
by the bricks was sufficiently large to let a 
torrent of rain delnge the floor. 


Damage to Telephone Wires. 


The Bell Telephone Co. suffered a great 
deal of damage in the storm yesterday and 
still has a good many lines out of repair and 


foratime useless. A greater part of the 
damage was done by falling buildings 
and cornices which broke down the wires. On 
Market street a large number of lines were 
cut off and on Eighth street, between Pine and 
Olive streets, two poles were broken, carrying 
with them a good many wires. Aitogether 
there were about elx hundred and fifty wires 
out of shape, some two hundred of which were 
fixed to-day. Several large gangs were put to 
work and the company expects to bein good 
working order in a few days. 


The Damage in Brooklyn. 


After the cycione had completed ite work of 
demolition in St. Louls it crossed the river 


and visited the viliage of Brookiyn, a colored 
community north of Venice. The wide, open 
expanse of river between St. Louis and the 
lilinols shore gave the wind full sweep and 
enabled t to increase its mo- 
mentum before it swept down on 
Brooklyn. The latter is composed almost 
entirely of small frame structures and, with 
a few exceptions, the houses are of the most 
primitive kind. Afew white people live in 
the most westerly street of the village, 
but all the other houses in the place are 
occupied by negroes. The wind struck the 
north end of the village and demolished pretty 
nearly everything in its course. Brooklyn lies 
some distance east of the railroad 
tracks, and before the cycione 
reached it a couple of houses located 
in the bottom between thetracks and the 
river were laid waste. They were the first 
buildings on the east sice of 
the river to receive the wind. One 
of the houses was occupled by John 
Cartwright and family and the other by J. W. 
Mitchell and family, all being white people. 
The Cartwright house was lifted off its founda- 
tion by the wind and carried about one hun- 
dred and fifty feet east, being stopped in its 
progress by the high railroad embankment 
against the side of which it was thrown. Mr. 
Cartwright, his wife and twoof his children 
were in the house at the time and were 
ALL MORE OR LESS INJURED. 

His oldest son, Andrew, was the only mem- 
ber of the family to escape unburt, and that 
was because he was not at home when the ac- 
cident occurred. The building itself was 
blown into fragments, the floor of 
one of the rooms and portions 
of the wall being carried with the family 
to the railroad embankment. The 
remainder of the house, and the furniture 
being scattered in all directions. There was 
notan article ofany size inthe house that 
was not smashed into smithereens, and 
the building itself was blown into 
a thousand pieces. Mr. Cartwright 
had $110 in bills wrapped 
up In a plece of newspaper hanging ona map 
which he had tacked on the wall. It was 
carried off in the storm, but where to nobody 
knows. This money was Mr. Cartwright’s 
savings for years and was all 
he had in the world except 
his house and little furniture which 
were demolished. The building was a wooden 
structure and of little value. Mrs. Cartwright 
is injured about the arm, hip and back, and it 
is believed that the two former 
members are fractured. Her danxh- 
ter Lizzie is badly bruised about 
the breast and shoulders. Mr. Cartwright’s 
nose was cut and he received slight injuries 
about the begs and body. His son, Frank, 
was also slightly injured. The two women 
are seriously hurt, but not dangerously so. 

Like the Cartwright house J. W. Mitchell’s 
home was a wooden structure. It was 
moved about ten feet eastward by the 
wind dnd pretty badly mashed up. No 
one in it was hurt, however. After —— 
waste Oartwright’s house, the storm passe 
due east over the northern end of Brooklyn, 

LEAVING ITS MARK ON EVERY BUILDING 
in its path. It tore off roofs here and porches 
there and in some instances moved or even 
destroyed whole bouses. The first builaing 
it struck was the residence of Chas. Batchelor 
—— It tore the roof entirely off the 
ouse and ripped the frame boards off the out- 
The building was originally a log 
structure, but frame boards had been 
nailed on it to give it the ap- 
earance ofan ordinary frame residence. 
hese were the boards which the wind 
stripped oft. Among the other structures 
upon which the storm visited its wrath were 
three colored churches and a pubiic school. 
First it took the First Corinthian Cburch, a 
fair-sized white frame building, and lifted the 
roof from the walls an dropped it 
east of the cburch. The walls and 
the remainder of the building were leveled to 
the ground where they stood, benches and all 
sorte of church furniture being an- 
nihilated in the crash. Almost di- 
rectly across the road from it was 
little board Methodist chapel. The front was 
taken out, the roof blown off and it was other- 
wise damaged, presenting a most dilapidated 
appearance. But it was at the Antioch Bap- 
tist Church, which is near the extreme east 
end of the city, that the cyolone 
created the greatest excitement, although 
the damage done there was not 
great. Both the other churches were closed 
when the storm struck them, while the Anti- 
och Church was having service and there were 
seventeen worshipers in it when the wind 
struck it. The building was raised from its 
foundations and moved eastward a distance of 
S feet. Ailthe peopiein the building were 
thrown from their seats and one 
woman was landed under a bench 
inthe northeast end of the building, near 
where the Rev. T. T. Treadway, who was 
conducting the services, stood at the alt ar. 
The reverend gentioman pulled her out, 

did not find it necessary to extricate 

the remainuer of hie congregation.

Telegraph Service Interrupted. 


Commercial telegraph business was very 
seriously delayed this morning on account of 
the wires being torn down by yesterday’s 
storm, and the service will probably 
not be fully resumed until to-morrow. 
It was felt particularly by the stock 
brokers, who had a great deal of difficulty in 
obtaining New York quotations, and who 
could only succed in getting partial service 
via Kaneas City. The wires east and north 
all run through Venice and were all carried 
down in the storm. 


A Former Cyclone. 


The cyclone yesterday recalled to the mem- 
ories of old St. Louisansa similar, but not as 
severe, visitation which occurred twenfy 
yearsago. It is a singular coincidence that 
the cyclone twenty years ago occurred on a 


Sunday afternoon also, and thatthe day was 
very much like yesterday, excopt that the 
wind was not preceded by rain. A great deal 
of damage was done, but there were no cas- 
ualties. The tin roof of the Pélyteonnic 
Building was taken off and the roofs of a num- 
ber of residences, am them being that of 
Mr. Garesche, on 8 *

YESTEEDAY’S STORMS. 


After weeks of abnormal atmospheric 
conditions nature violently asserted her 
laws yesterday. 

In this city the change from unnatural 
humidity and warmth for the winter sea- 
son was marked by a destructive wind 
storm which swept across the city, mow- 
ing down trees and buildings and causing 
loss of life. It was attended by a heavy 
rainfall and was succeeded by a change of 
the temperature of about forty degrees. 
All the evidence points to the cyclone as 
the form which the local storm took and 
its path is blazed by unroofed and demol- 
ished houses, uprooted and broken trees, 
torn fences and overthrown chimneys 
and smoke stacks. The deaths of four 
persons, three by injury and one by 
fright, resulted from this destruction. 
Many others were injured more or less 
severely by falling beams and walis and 
flying debris. Itis impossible at present 
to estimate the loss of property, but it is 
sufficient to place yesterday’s storm 
among the most destructive that have 
visited St. Louis. 

From other points throughout the West 
come reports of violent wind, rain and 
snow storms, followed by extreme cold. 
Although these storms cause loss of life 
and extensive destruction of property, the 
low temperature which they bring will 
doubtless kill the germs of disease which 


are ravaging the country to an un- 


precedented extent.

A TORNADOS WORK. 
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The Town of Clinton, Ky., Almost 
Entirely Destroyed.

Over Fifty Dwellings Wrecked 
and Hleven People Killed. 


* 


The Victims Men, Women and Children— 
Fifty Persons Reported More or Less Se- 
riously Injured—Aid Sent From Cairo, 
III., to the III- Fated Village—Details of 
the Disaster—The Experiment Station at 
Columbia, Me., Destroyed—The Wind 
Dashesa Freight Car Into a Passenger 
Train, Causing a Bad Wreck—Damage 
by Yesterday's Storm at Macburg, I.;

Carro, III., Jan. 18.—A tornado struck the 
west side of Clinton, Ky., last night between 
6and 7 o’clock, demolishing fifty-five houses, 
killing eleven people and wound- 
ing fifty-three. The tornado struck 
the city absolutely without warning. During 
the early part of the evening it rained some- 
what, but there was no indication of a serious 
storm. Suddenly a low, rumbling sound 
was heard in the distance like the 
mutter of thunder. It came nearer 
and nearer until suddenly with a 
crash the tornado struck the outskirts of the 
city. The people who were in the streets at 
the time ran for shelter terror stricken, but a 
number were struck by fiying timbers and 
debris. Small houses were lifted bodily from 
the ground and whirled around in the air, 
dropping to the ground with 

A TERRIFYING CRASH, 
and being literally smashed into kindling 
wood. Fiying timbers filled the air, and the 
crash of falling buildings mingled with the 
shrieks of the people fleeing from their ruined 
homes. 

The tornado struck the town on the western 
side. It swept across the river and nearly every 
frame building on that side ot the town was 
totally demotished. The tall iron chimney 
on the flour-mill was torn from its fastenings 
and carried a considerable distance away. 
The Baptist Church steeple was blown over, 
falling on the roof and breaking 
through with a crash ; a number of 
freight cars which stood on the tracks of the 
New Orleans, St. Louis & Chicago road were 
turned over and a pile of lumber was 

SCATTERED LIKE STRAW. 

The patn of the tornado was about three 
hundrea yards wide, as shown by the debris. 

For several miles around Clinton nearly ev- 
erything is razed to the ground. The first 
building struck was a section-house about 
halt a mile south of the town, and which was 
occupied by John Rhodes and his family, con- 
sisting of his wife and three children, all of 
whom were killed. 

The population of the town is about one 
thousand and at first it wae feared that hun- 
dreds had been killed, but the list was 
found to be comparatively small, only 
eleven bodies so far having been found. 

The young ladies belonging to the female 
seminary were nearly crazed with fright and 
a number are confined to their beds to-day in 
consequence. A number of the wounded 
cannot recover.

inent society leaders, andthe audience as a 
whole was a brilliant one. The clergy occu- 
pied the stage. His Grace, the Archbishop, 
was led on to the stage at §:15 o’clock by Mr. 
C. C. Maffitt, the Chairman of the Committee 
on General Arrangements, and Vicar-General 
Brady. He was greeted with enthusiasm. He 
was dressed in his archiepiscopal vestments 
which become him exceedingly well. 

He prefaced his lecture by an expression of 
gratification at the royal. reception given him 
on the occasion of his present visit to the city 
whore he had labored in Christianity’s cause 
for so many years. He said: 

One of the most pleasing gratifications of the 
human heart, universal and permanent, and 
therefore founded by God in our nature it- 
self, is that arising from the approbation 
and affection of our fellow-men. Hence, 
when aman who has lived for over thirty 
years in one community is, on returning to 
revisit it, received as I have been to-night, his 
heart must be cold and unnatural, indeed, if 
it be not touched to its deepest depths, and if 
every fiber does not vibrate with emotions of 
reciprocated friendship. It is embarrassing 
to express sacred personal feelings in public. 
Such feelings love rather silence and solitude. 
But there are some supreme moments in the 
life of a public man when he cannot be wholly 
silent. 

He then referred briefly to the history of 
his ministry in St. Louis. Continuing, he 
spoke as follows: 

The authority which appointed "me to be 
coadjutor to the venerable Archbishop of this 
city, whom I have always regarded as a 
model Bishop and a tender father, unex- 
pectedly removed me to another portion of 
the vineyard of the church. At the voice of 
that authority Ileft the Archbishop, clergy 
and people whom I had loved for tnirty years. 
My new flockin Philadelphia received me, 
indeed, with the utmost cordiality, but I 
should have proved utterly unworthy of 
such areception could I forget, amidst its 
plaudits, the echoes of regret that came 


from the city of my youthful ministry and of 
my early friendships. 

How happy I am to-night to find that I re- 
tain some place in the hearts of my first 
friends and their children! 

Ihave not lost my interest in my former 
home. I was delighted to find the evidences 
of great progréss during the last five years. 
The many great business houses and new in- 
stitutions, the fine residences, especially in 
the western portion of the city, show not 
only great material progress, but what I 
esteem more, fine taste and advanced culture. 
Wealthy people can bifild expensive houses, 
but they cannot buy good taste. St. ulis 
bears the impress of wealth and good taste 
combined. 

I have only to add, dear old friends of St. 
Louis, that this visit and reception will in- 
tensify and perpetuate my love for you and 
yours, and that tovisititfrom time totime 
shail be amongst the greate t gratifications 
which 1 expect to enjoy during the portion of 
life which may yet remain to me. 


With these simple but touching reminiscen- 


tial remarks he began his lecture. It was a 
splendid effort and those present listened 
with the greatest attention until the close. 
The term civilization, be said, was asomewhat 
vague one, various definitions hat 
been given. of it, but he believed 
with Edwin Burke, that the essence 
of civilization consists in the spirit of a 
gentieman and the spirit of religion. The best 
test of civilization in a nation or an indi- 
vidual was unselfishness. The spirit of self - 
sacritice is essential to the condition of civil- 
ized society. Selfishness led to the fall of 
pagan society and threateneourown. Chris 
tianity, like its founder, however, was Im- 
mortal and would survive. 

**Christianity,’’ he said, “is a fact in the 
history of the human race, the most myste- 
rious in its nature, the most stupendous and 
universal in its effects; a fact which philoso- 

hy cannot ignore, nor infidelity deny, nor 

kepticism doubt; which has influenced re- 
ion, arts, arms, sciences, literature, social 
We. politics, human happiness, human 
suffering, human more than 
any other fact the history 
of our race. The unbeliever who 
régards it lightly as one of the many false re- 
ligions embraced by man, at various periods 
of his history, who thinks that tts influences 
were simply and exclusively confined to the 
secret intercourse between the Creator and 
he creature, such a one can never adequately 
understand the philosophy of human history. 
Christianity refashioned the whole being of 
man, politically and socially, as well as relig- 
iousiy. It formed not only the Christian 
saint, but the Christian statesman, the Chris- 
tian warrior, the Cbristian citizen, the Chris- 
tlan artist, the Christian soldier and the Chris- 
tian philanthropist.’’ 

Speaking of the many atrooities under Pagan 
civilization the speaker referred to the Roman 
law of putting deformed children to death, 
and became most eloquent. He said: 

**Behold, then, the apalling spectacle 
Helpless infancy exposed, killed, cast to 
dogs. See the vellow Tiber as it sweeps by 
the marble palaces, by the temples and lux- 
uriant baths of ancient Rome, bearing upon 
ite waters the floating bodies of pure, inno- 
cent, holy childhood! Such, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, was the state of the world when a 
voice was heard from obscure Palestine. It 
Was but the feeble cry of a child, but it was to 
reverberate in thunder tones through the 
universe, and to awaken and 8 the 
echoes of the seven-hilled city. It was the 
cry of infancy from the stable of Bethle- 
hem. It was the deep, solemn protest of the 
Child-God against the barbarism of infanti- 
cide. It wasthe prociamation of the young 
King that infancy was now sanctified and 
should be reverenced; that Divinity itself had 
descended from on high and appeared in the 
vesture of infantine humanity. ‘A Child is 
born to us, and a Son is given to us, and the 
goverment is upon his sheulders, and his 
name shall be called Wonderful Counsellor, 
God, the Mighty; Father of the World to 
Come, the Prince of Peace. Behold him 
afterward in that sweet scene of his public 
life, when the children clustered round him 
and the disciples would keep them at a dis- 
tanc, and when he restrained these disciples, 
saying: ‘Suffer the little children to come to 
me, and forbid them not, for of such is the 
Kingdom of heaven, 

On the subject of what the church had done

The Christian church abolished at once 
Itaneous and successive polygamy, and 
preserved the dignity and freedom of

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 13.—Mr. H. C. Parsons, 
who has been mentioned as having applied for 
acharter for a South American railroad, was 
asked by the Post-DIsPaTCH correspondent: 
„What is the meaning of the application for 
a railroad through South America, made to 
the Virginia Legislature, and the appointment 
of trustees to a survey fund?’’ 

„A charter has been applied fer which will 


give the right to take any grants or conces- 
sions that may hereafter be acquired in South 
America. The trustees have been selected to 
take charge of the survey fund now being 
raised.’’

miles, connecting four ports of the Pacific 
and three on the Atlantic and a terminus on 
the Caribbean Sea.

„The roads of the Pacific would connect 
with it at Cacoa and every railroad termin 
ating onthe gulf would be brought within 
three days of ferriage. This would reduce 
the time of transit to the minimum.

GOING TO THE FRONT. 


ST. LOUIS GAINING STRENGTH DAILY IN 
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Rivals of This City Are Compellied to 
Change Their Tactics—A Chicago Boom- 
erang—The Great Aid That the Advo- 
cates of That City Have Unintentionally 
Given to St. Louis. 


HE morning train 
yesterday brought to 
the city several of the 
delegates that left this 
— city for Washington 
—. 
on January éto advo- 
cate the claims of St. 
Louls for the World’s 
Fair beforethe Senate 
Committee, having 
been called back by 
pressing private busi- 
ness. The report that 
they bringwith them is 
most encouraging. 
Maj. O. O. Rainwater 
says that the cause of 
St. Louis is far strong- 
er than it was a week 
ago. 
AMONG THE ADVOCATES 
both of New York and Cnicago there had been 
a well carried out plan of belittling the candi- 
dacy of this city by ignoring it as far as possi- 
ble, and representing that ithad no backing 
to amounttoanytning. This scheme worked 
very well for a time, ana was 
the cause of the lead in the 
House that Chicago undoubtedly possessed 
before the late recess of Congress. But 
within the last two weeks the attitude has 
been entirely changed, and no one attempts 
any longer to represent St. Louls as 
anything but a most formidable antago- 
nist. The first to publicly antagonize the 
candidacy of this city was New York, the 
managers of the campaign of that city per- 
ceiving that to endeavor to take votes from 
St. Louis by detraction was simply strength- 
ening the hand of Chicago. To-day no words of 
detraction are heard from the New York dele- 
gation in regard to St. Louls, and Chicago has 
stopped it also, as it las plaluly evident that 
such a course will lose far more votes than it 
will gain, 
UNINTENTIONAL AID. 
Chicago, by its endeavor to make the cam- 
paign one between tue Kast and tue West 
as unconsciously and unintentionally served 
the cause of St. Louis most effectually. Many 
of the Western Congressmen have become 
convinced that it will be best for 
the interest of the districte that 
the Oolumbus 
quadricentennial held in their own section 
of the country, and are for any city that can 
gain the most votes of States on this side of 
the Alleghanies. There is no strong objection 
to St. Louis in any part of the West, with the 
exception of Northern IIIinols, but many of 
the Southwestern Congressman declare that 
they will support New York rather than 
Chicago, This city bas not made sectionalism 
a prominent feature in its campaign, and has 
thereby avoided arousing Kastern antagonism, 
while its only Western rival has done all that 
could be done to consolidate the Western 
vote and give it to St. Louis. A canvass of 
the House was made, and it is believed that 
St. Louis is decidedly in the lead, although 
still far from a majority, the undecided mem- 
bers numbering almost as many as those who 
have a aprons preference. One great cause of 
the increased strength of St. Louis is ascribed 
to the feeling among Western Oongressmen 
that it the contest narrows down to New York 
and Obicago, that the former is sure to win by 
the Southwes ern and Gulf State vote, but 
— the entire West can de united on St. 
uls. 
A STRONG POSITION. 

Nearly all of these recruits are taken di- 
rectly from Chicago, and more are expected 
to come from the same quarter.

Woman.

New Tonk, Jan. 18.—The WORLD says: A 
new John Hay will have to sing the story of 
Amos A. Lincoln. It will bea ballad of sim- 
ple, unostentatious bravery, the heroism of a 
poor, friendiess, sick workman who 8 
from a hospital bed to do what he thought to 
be his duty. Intheearly part of November 
Lincoln, a pleasant-faced young lineman, 
came to this city from Philadelphia in search 
of work. He had excellent letters of recom- 
mendation and would have had little trouble

his arrival he fell sick. 


| was admitted to the New York Hospital. This 


was November 9 and he has been there ever 
since. He is entered on the books as a gut - 
ferer from a peculiar kind of nervous disease, 
which affects the patient somewhat like St. 

Itis accompanied by a twitch- 
ing and tremulousness of the nerves and the 
victim is totally incapacitated for any kind of 
work. January 6 Lizzie Cunningham of No.

Among those who asked 
daily for 1 ot her condition was young 
Lincoln. hen it was finaliv reported that 
some one had to give up his blood to cure the 
gir. Lincoln sent for the doctor and told him

Four incisions were made in Lincoln’s arm 
and the blood was passed into the veins of 
the unconscious girl. The operation continued 
for several minutes and finally, when it was 
thought that Lincoln had given up enough 
blood, his arms were bound up. was 
found that be nad lost exactly two pounds of 
blood.

Message of Gov.-Eleet Campbell to the 
Ohio Legislature. 


Cotumsrs, O., Jan. 13.—Gov.-elect James 
E. Campbell took the oath of office to-day at 
noon. His message to the General Assembly 
is comparatively brief and touches upon a 
number of subjects of State and local interest. 
He recommends that home rule be gestored to 
all the cities as speedily as possible and enters 
into details as to the needs at Cincinnati. He 
strongly commends the system of baliot re- 
form commonly calied the Australian system, 
and sketches briefly the success 
which it has met in other coun- 
tries and States. The argument that 
it would bea hardship to illiterate voters is 
substantially answered and the conclusion 
reached that public sentiment is not educated 
to the point and any attempt to enact such a 
law now would probably prove futile. On the 
question of cheaper school-books the Gor- 
ernor says: 

„Popular education is the foundation of 
freedom and prosperity. Knowledge should 
be furnished at the lowest possible cost. The 
State builds school-housés, provides teachers 
and controls every detail of education save 
the furnishing of books. Is there any sound 
reason why it should not assume this function 
also? Recent experience in the State of Indi- 
ana shows ostensibly that school- 
books equal to those in use here 
are delivered to the children of that State at 
85 to 80 percent of their former cost. Uther 
States have tried the experiment with appar- 
ent success. Itseems to be an assured fact 
that school books can be furnished either by 
direct publication of the State or by contract 
on behalf of the State at less than present 
prices. It is not necessary to inveigh against 
capital monopolizing this form of publicati 


It is sutficieut to ascertain whether books 

be furnished more cheaply by the State with. 
out involving it in material expenses or lia- 
bility. It this can be proven then it becomes 
your duty to cheapen school books. 

On another subject he says:: The office of 
Commissioner of Railroads and Telegraph 
seems to be more ornamental than useful,and 
it is difficult to say wherein it has benefited 
the community. Uniess the place be made 
one of more efficjency and power it might 
well be abolished. It it was intended to ex- 
ercise control over the railroads of the 
State, to hold in cheek their encroachments 
upon the public, to investigate and report the 
causes ofevery accident, and inother way 
to regulate them in the inserests o 
the people, such results could have 
been much more effecotively attain by 
a railroad commission, somewhat eimilar to 
that long since adopted in the * 5 he: Iili- 
noils. A commission composed of 
sons ought, if judicially selected, 588 ute 
a body of sum ient importance to successfuily 
investigate every question of railroad man- 
agement affecting life and traffic. Such a plan 
is in the line of approved administrative 
methods, provided pet be any necessity for 
the State lignes | = Age liroads.’

8T. LOUIS POST-OFFICE. 


The Superintendent of Mails Is Satisfactery 
to All St. Louis Iuterests— R. C. HKerens 
and the Three Congressmen Are for Him 
—F. W. Schuarte Disappointed—Mr, 
Harlow’s Record and Qualifications. 


R. C. Kerens and F. W. Schuarte are home 
from Washington to-day, agreeing on & com- 
promise candidate for the Postmastership, 
to whom willl be thrown the Schuarte 
influence, and on whom the Con- 
aressmen will unite. Mr. Kerens 
went to Washington confident of securing the 
Post-office for Mr. Schuarte, and the latter 
made the trip expecting that he would get the 
appointmens.

Schuarte were in demand all day 
to-day, on the subject of this

He said he was for Harlow,

There could de little doubt 
He is disappointed that 
the President did not appoint his friend 
Schuarte, but that could not be helped, and 
the next best thing was to get another good 
man, who would harmonize all of the factions 
and on whom all could agree. This man he 
thought was Maj. Hariow. He had heard from 
the St. Louls Congressmen, and they would 
favor Harlow as a compromise. The latter 
was a man who had no political alil- 
ances, and no political friends to reward or 
square scores with, and he could be depended 
on to do what is good forthe party. Then, in 
addition, it was recognized that he was 
acquainted with the duties of the 
position, and would make a creditable 
oficial, All these things considered, Mr. 
Kerens thought that they should all unite on 
Harlow, and he would recommend him to the 
Presiaent, in addition to the indorsement 
given before he left Washington.

The defeated candidate, Mr. Schuarte, is 
also for Harlow. He is disappointed, 
but he holds no enmity toward the 
President or Secretary Noble.

adopted by the American people as 
their fashionable drink and also 
to ‘the fact that the champagnes now 
being shipped to this country are of a high 
grade, the importers baving found that it no 
longer pays to offer the public poor and arti- 
ficially prepared champagnes. The importa- 
tions at this port for the past year were 283, 304 
dozen, as against 252,316 for the previous 
year. Up to 1886 the importations of cham- 
pagne at this port never exceeded 200,000 
cases. The retuil selling price of the cham- 
pagne broughtto this country last year ex- 
ceeds $8,000,000, and the greeter part 
of this wine was consumed in this city. In- 
deed, it is said that there is more 
wine consumed annually in the twenty-ninth 
precinet than in the whole of the restof the 
United States. The importations of Bordeaux 
and Burgundy into the United States have 
shown a steady decline in quantity for the 
past six years. This is attributed to the com- 
= of the native wines, especially those 
rom California, which have taken the place 
of the cheaper grades of foreign red wines 
formerly imported into this country. The 
higher grades of French red wines show a 
small increase in demand. The importations 
of Bordeaux wines for the past ear 
amounted to 724,123 gallons. In 1884 there 
were 560, 040 gallons — 2 in the wood, 
and last year 447,580 gallons, the remainder 
having come in bottles. The importations of 
Madeira last year were 10,468 gallons as against 
14,620 for the previous year and there was a 
alight falling off in sherry, of which 668,000 
ons were imported, somewhat less than 
The importation of port is steady, 
varying lately from year to year, and amount- 
ing to 81,290 gallons. Of German and Hun- 
arian wines the total 8 at New York 
— t year according to Bdnfort’s Wine and 
Spirit cre were 883,051 gallons in 
and 79,701 in — dozens. The receipts of 
California wines by water at this port 
were gael then in any previous year 
amounting to 3,279,565 galions, while there 
were over 4, 000, 000 gallons sent by rail, and ot 
California 1 154,474 gallons came by sea 
und 222,536 by rail, a large increase on previ- 
ous years. One hundred thousand barrels ot 
domestic whisky were received and presuma- 
bly drunk in New York last year, and of Scotch 
and Irish 35,650 gailons came in wood and 10,-

ble, as there were over 44,000 cases imported
